to Traveler* From Railroad Wrecks 
and Di Miters. 


A motor car that Is practically wreck 


proof haw been turned out of the Un- 
ion Pacific shops In Omaha, and In a 
few weeks will be sent to Portland, 
Oregon, to be placed in service for 
surburban 
traffic. 


The car is designed for high speed 


Jnterurban or branch-line 
passenger 


service. 
In almost every respect It dlfferp 


.from anything previously put on the 
track. 
In shape It resembles an In- 


verted racing yacht. 
The roof tapers 


from the top and is perfectly smooth 
and rounded. 
The front Is tapered to 


a sharp point, so as to afford the least 
possible resistance. 


This design gives the car an Im- 


mense strength, and, what Is of moro 
consequence, it is so shaped that it 
cannot be telescoped or crushed. In 
collision Its momentum will save Jt 
from a smash-up. 
The motive power is a slx-cyllnder- 


ed gasoline engine. 
The car, how- 


ever, is provlded%wlth large air reser- 
voirs, in order that glt may be started 
and stopped by "means of air pressure 
thereby avoiding the series of Jars and 
jolts hertofore considered 
inseparable 


from the gasoline motor. 


Special attention has been given to 


the sanitary features. 
The floor of 


the car is sealed and water tight, and 
can be flushed out with hot water, 
killing all germs and disease. 
Seats 


are of leather, and there ape no ledges 
or crevices to harbor dust or dirt. 
Ventilation, heating and lighting arc 
on novel principles, doing away with 
many disadvantages. 


Motor car No. 1 has a seating ca- 


pacity of twenty-five -persons. 
No. 2 


which is now under construction, will 
carry sixty. 


No. 2 Is built of steel Instead of 


wood, and Is Intended for Journey* of 
sixty to seventy miles on the branch 
lines in Nebraska. 
These cars have been designed anil 


built at the Omaha shops of the Un- 
ion Pacific under the supervision of 
W. R. McKean, Jr., superintendent 
of motive power and machinery, with 
the special purpose of providing econ- 
omical and rapid transit for use on 
•the steam railways in competition with 
the electric interurban railroads. 


It is believed that the success of thr 


Union Pacific car means a revolution 
in this kind of travel, supplanting th« 
electric trolley by jhe gasoline motor.

fully all the articles pertaining to the 
obstruction and Illegal Ashing at Der- 
by.Now, I wish to say. In behalf of 
your poor flah commissioner., who Is 
being pounded on the back for some- 
thing he cannot help, that he Is rlgh 
and I will try to show that the condi- 
tions are a benellt to the Increase of 
Hsh for this community Instead of a 
detriment. 
I agree that the large spawn flsh 


cannot make their way above the dam 
this season and that they have to de- 
posit their spawn below the dam at 
Derby. This will soon hatch and the 
young fish will lloat to Pyramid lake, 
where they will have still water and 
where they will stay until they get 
large enough 
to battle against the 


strong current of the Truckee river. 
On the other hand, this same spawn 
If deposited In the river here at Reno 
nnd above here, one out of one^hun- 
dred. I dare say thousand, would not 
reach Pyramid lake alive, for the flan 
are very small when hatched anil the 
current Is so «wlft that they are at the 
mercy of the water and the rapids for 
miles. 
Any one who handles a rod knows 


how easy It Is to-drown or tire out 
a fish In a current of water. 


Now. 
I claim that millions of this 


year's crop of little trout will reach 
the lake and grow to be caught by 
the sports who are now doing the hol- 
lering because of that dam at Derby. 
I know It In great sport to catch the 
trout at Derby, for 1 have had person- 
al experience In that line, but as far 
as killing them with clubs Is concern- 
ed my observations have led me to be- 
lieve that It Is first necessary to catch 
them with a hook. 
As to my knowledge about fish, I was 
raised 
as a fisherman's son. My 


father, J. A. Barrus. was United States 
flsh commissioner and for nine years 
foreman for Seth Green. He said Seth 
Green was the father of the movement 
that resulted In the work of propag- 
ating flsh and Instituting fish hatch- 
eries In this country. 
I will admit 


he made a mistake when he brought 
the German carp to our streams. 


Hoping others may understand the 


stand I take. I remain.
